Move the controller to maneu- 
ver your Commando through the 
enemy's terrain.

Watch for the enemy’s dyna- 
mite trucks.

Press the left fire button to 
shoot. To launch grenades, press 
the right tire button. 


To increase your grenade sup- 
ply. pick up any boxes that you 
find at defeated outposts. Each 
box contains one grenade. The 
number of grenades you have left 
Is shown at the top of the screen. 

You score bonus points tor res- 
cuing prisoners, destroying enemy 
officers, and blowing up the 
enemy's pillboxes and vehicles. 
Rescue a prisoner by killing dte 
escorts. Lob two grenades on a 
pillbox to destroy it.
